MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

S.R.O. 206, dated 15th July 1961,— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following 
rules regulating ths recruitment to certain Class I (Gazetted) non-ministerial 
posts in the Ministry of Defence, namely; — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, Joint 
Intelligence Organisation (Class I — Gazetted Post) Recruitment Rules, 1961. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply for recruitment to the post specified 
in column I of the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, classification 
and scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in coiuwms 2 to 4 of the 
said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 6 to 12 of the said Schedule; 

Provided the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may be relaxed 
in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes or 
displaced persons and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
general orders issued from time to time by the Government of India. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to service; and 

no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 

living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife- 

living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to service; 

provided that the Central Government may if satisfied that there are special 

grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule.

2. In the Civilians in Defence Services (Temporary S;rvicc) Rules, 1949, for 
rule 8-A, the following rul.'s shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘‘8-A, Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 5, the services of a 
temporary Government servant who is not in quasi-permanent service 
may be terminated at any time without notice on his being declared 
physically unfit for continuance in service by an authority who would 
have been competent to declare him as permanently incapacitated for 
service had his appointment been permanent,”
